TO MEET THEIR MORTGAGES. 


The Kansas Alliance to Place Loans for 
Its Members. 

Torpeka, Kan., July 11.—President Frank 
McGrath of the State Farmers’ Alliance has 
announced the appointment of a committee 
to take charge of the placing of loans for 
members of the Alliance. It will be the duty 
of the committee to deal directly with the 
Eastern money -lenders, thus saving the bor- 
rower the agents’ commissions. Men having 
mortgages coming due which they are unable 
to meet will be assisted in securing exten- 
sions when they are deemed worthy and if 
necessary to prevent them losing their 
homes. They will be provided with addi- 
tional security to secure the desired exten- 
sion. Mr. McGrath says that the committee 
will be of benefit not only to the borrower 
but tothe lenderand that it will establish 
between them a better understanding. He 
insists that the rank and file of the Alliance 
are men who intend to. pay their honest debts 
and tuat they must not be held responsible 
for the doctrine of repudiation so industri- 
ously preached by a certain class. The com- 
mittee will devote its entire time to an ex- 
amination of the mortgage indebtedness of 
every county in the State and will not recom- 
mend any extension of time or placing of 
new mortgages on anything but first-clase 
security or for the benefit of men whose 
standing is not good in the communities in 
which they live. By this plan they expect to 
improve the credit of the State and save the 
land cofgpanies who operate through them 
from loss.

LACEY AND MARSH. 


The Keystone President Did Tell the 
Truth to the Comptroller. 


BOTTOM FACTS COMING OUT IN THE 
COMMITTEE'S INVESTIGATION. 


Bardsley’s Suppressed Statement at Last 
Sees the Light—What Wanamaker 
Says in Answer tothe Allegations Im- 
plicating Him—Editor McClure Wants 
a Chance to Talk. 


PHILADELPHIA, July II. -A special from 
Washington says a correspondent called on 
Comptroller Lacey last night in regard to 
Bardsleys statement that Marsh had made a 
clean breast of the whole matter of over- 
issued stock held by Wanamaker. The 
Comptroller said that Marsh had made a long 
statement. Marsh told him on the evening 
of March 18, that he had been for some time 
negotiating for the return of the over-issued 
Stock; that an agreement had at one time 
been entered into with Wanamaker, which 
involved the delivery of money and property 
to the latter on or before a certain date, but 
the delivery was not made at the time 
agreed, and thereupon Mr. Wanamaker de- 
clined to carry it out. The value of the con- 
sideration named the Comptroller did not 
definitely remember, but he thought it did 
not exceed ($50,000. Nothing was said about 
any threatened prosecution of Mr. Wana- 
maker. 

BARDSLEY’S SUPPRESSED STORY. 

The Keystone Bank investigation yesterday 
afternoon proved to be very sensational. 
Editor McWade of the Philadelphia Ledger 
was put on the stand, and afterwards Post- 
master-General Wanamaker. McWade testi- 
fied in regard to his interview with Bardsley 
in jail, which was written up for publication 
at the time, but which was suppressed. In 
this interview, as written up by McWade, 

Wanamaker held 

over - issued Stock of 

the bank, knowing all the time that 
it was an over-issue, and consequently 
a fraudulent issue. But notwithstanding that 
fact Mr. Wanamaker insisted upon the bank 
paying him $100,000 forthe stock, thus upset- 
ting the plans for reorganizing the bank. 
Bardsley advised President Marsh to make a 
demand on Wanamaker for the over-issued 
stock, and that was done through Attorneys 
Sulzberger & Johnson, but Wanamaker re- 
fused to give it up. Wanamaker’s pro posi- 
tion was that the Lucas estate should pay 
him $50,000, Marsh 525. O00 and the bank 23,000. 
The lawyers then notified Mr. Wanamaker 
that if the fraudulent shares were not deli¥- 
ered to them by a specified date they would 
resort to legal measures to get them. The 
shares were then turned over without delay. 
Wanamaker had made a threat that he would 
see Comptroller Lacey in Washington and 
bave the bank closed before they expected it. 

McWade then told of Bardsiey’s statement 
that President Marsh told him one day that 
Mr. Wanamaker wanted the bank to let him 


have $200,000, and that he, Bardsley, let Marti 


have the money for Wanamaker. Quay was 
also brought into the scandalonthe state- 
ment of Bardsley concerning the appoinment 
of a mercantile appraiser. 

The Mayor wanted Mullen appointed a Mer- 
cantile Appraiser, and Wm. M. Singerly 
wanted Richard J. Lennon appointed to the 
same place. Afterward Bardsley learned 
that Matt Quay was pushing Albert H. 
Crawford for the place, and Craw- 
ford was the Auditor General’s man 
forthe place. Martin and Porter and all the 
Quay people were working for Crawford, and 
the result wasthat overtures were made to 
Singerly to draw Lennon out ofthe fight. He 
was promised that if Lennon was taken out 
$100,000 of State money would be placed on 
deposit in the Chestnut Street Bank. This was 
done. Lennon was taken out of the fight and 
the $100,000 is in the bank now. Crawtord got 
the place, and Mayor Fitler got angry at 
what he claimed to be a broken promise. 
Bardsley then paid Hugh Mullen $500 to re- 
deem the promise to the Mayor. 

WANAMAKER’S TESTIMONY. 

Postmaster-General Wanamaker, who had 
entered the room while Bardsley’s statement 
was being read, then stepped forward and re- 
quested that he be allowed to testify. ‘‘l 
have, said he, deen anxiousto appear 
ever since the question was raised regarding 
the stock of whichI have previously testi- 
ned. In answer to questions, he said 
that his interest in the Keystone Bank arose 
out of his acquaintance with President Lacas 
and his brother when they were young 
merchants. He stated that he had hever 
pledged tne over-issued stock after he was 
told it was an over-issue, and it was out of 
his hands at the time. | 

As to the story told by Bardsley to McWade, 
that he had threatened to close the ba un 
ess he was paid for the over issue stock, and 
that Lawyers Sulzberger and Johnson had 
forced him to return it, Mr. Wanamaker 
said, was absolutely false. Granville R. 
Haines and Samuel B. Huey came to Wash- 

to see him about the over-issued stock, 
and he told them that they must settle for it, 
and that if they did not, in justice to himself, 
he should inform the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency. After the bank closed he gave up the 
stock. Bardsley’s statement that Marsh ob- 
tained from him $200,000 for Wanamaker in 
March, 1890, he said, was absolutely untrue 
and without the slightest foundation, and in- 
vited the committee to inspect his books.

HUNTING A BANDIT. 


An Army of Men Scouring Saxton 
Swamp on Long Island. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE ROBBER’S LAIR 
FOUND BY HIS PURSUERS.. 


The Fugitive is Tom Richardson, Cowboy 
and Burglar—His Plan to Abduct a 
Bride—Battle With an Escaped Con- 
vict in the Mountains of Arkansas— 
Other Crimes. 


Isuip, L. I., July 11.—Nearly two hundred 
men armed with shotguns, rifles and re- 
volvers scoured the woods north of this place 
yesterday afternoon and searched Saxton 
swamp, a mile and a half away, for Tom 
Richardson, cow-boy, burglar and bandit. 
Two caves have been discovered cunningly 
constructed in the sandy scruboak land be- 
tween here and Brentwood, in which he has 
concealed the booty of numerous robberies, 
and in one of which it is supposed he meant 
to cage his wife after he succeeded in abduct- 
ing her forcibly from her father’s home, 
where she fled for refuge months ago. For 
ten days the country people have been lock 
ing tor him with guns, meaning to shoot him 
on sight. 

The town authorities are trying to suppress 
all reports of the affair until Richardson is 
arrested. Several times Richardson has 
been seen but he was never near enough for 
a shot. James Richardson, the bandit’s 
brother, was arrested on Wednesday, while 
he was looking for his brother in the woods. 
The searchers put out a drag net for 
Tom Richardson yesterday afte n. Men 
assembled along the railroad in a line 
over a mile in length and started then 
straight out into the 
Saxton Swamp. In 
is believed that Richardson is hiding. 
Another body of men had been stationed on 
the opposite side. The object was to drive 
him in hislairto be shot down by the party 
lying in ambush. 

It's like rabbit-shooting,’’ said one of the 
marksmen, whom a reporter found in the 
woods, rifle in hand, beating his way labori- 
ously through the thicket. ‘‘Some of us beat 
the brush and drive him out and the others 
are to shoot him. The search will go on 
until he is brought in dead or alive. The 
Islip folks are in earnest. 


BATTLE WITH A MURDERER. 


AN ESCAPED CONVICT TAKES REFUGE 
MOUNTAIN CAVE. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., July 11.—Nimrod Shep- 
ard, a murderer under sentence of death, 
escaped last Wednesday night with a fellow 
prisoner and took refuge in a mountain cave 
near White Fork Run. His hiding piace was 
Giscovered and a posse attempted to re- 
capture him last night. The man had 
armed himself and prepared to give battle. 
The retreat of the murderer was almost in- 
accessible, and his pursuers had great dim 
culty in getting within range, owing to the 
quick eye of the fugitive, who fired whenever 
the body ot one of the posse was exposed. 
Under cover of a general volley, however, 
they finally stormed the cavern and drove 
Shepard from the entrance. but in 
the attack one of the posse, Millard 
Johnson, was mortally wounded by a 
ball from the fugitive’s Winchester. The 
Sheriff finally builta brush fire at the mouth 
of the cave and succeeded in smoking the 
convict out. He was badly wounded and 
has probably succeeded in cheating the 
hangman. 


MOBERLY’S MURDER MYSTERY, 


MRS. DAVIS AND HER STEPSON HELD FOR THE 
KILLING OF THEIR CHILD. 

MOBERLY, Mo., July 11.—The police of 
Moberly have been on the alert for the past 
week, trying to ascertain what had become 
of a missing baby. The mystery was solved 
on Thursday evening by two boys, named 
Tom Combs and Jerry Pratt, who were fish- 
ing in the Wabash Railroad Lake near the 
city. Combs pulled out instead of a fish a 
part of the body of a baby about 6 months 
old. The head and one arm and part of the 
breast were gone. 

The missing child that the officers were 
seeking had belonged to Mrs. Delila Davis, 
and the body found ts almost proved to 
be the one in regard to the absence 
of which suspicion had been aroused. The 
worst feature of the case is that the father of 
the child is Ed H. Davis, the woman’s step- 
son, Davis senior having died some two years 
ago. 

Young Davis has been a fireman on the 
Wabash Railroad for the past three years, 
and all the running men knew him. He was 
out with his train, the northbound pas- 
senger, when the discovery of the body was 
made. The woman was not arrested until 
about 9 o’clock Friday morning, and about 
three hours afterward Davis was appre- 
hended as he skipped nimbiy of 2 — 
as it came in with the Ottumwa r 
train, with Braddock, engineer. He seemed 
quite unmindful of the fate in store for him. 

The evidence is conclusive against both of 
them. The missing parts of the body have 
been found, also the infant’s clothes. All it 
had on when found were stockings and 
shoes. 

The woman inculpates Davis by saying that 
he had threatened to commit suicide if the 
child was not disposed of. She ,gave the 
child into his hands a week ago last ‘Tuesday 
and that was the last she had seen of it. 
Davis told her he had left it on a doorstep.

This opinion 
was strengthened at 11 o’clock last night 
when the jury sent word to Judge 
Burgess that it was useless to wal 
up for a verdict, as there was no prospect of 
any before midnight. Court was then ad- 
journed until s this morning. At that 
hour Judge Burgess and all the lawyers og 


Ex -· Treasurer Noland, 
both sides were on hand waiting for neut 
from the jury-room. Noland walked into the 
room in company with his attorneys, ex Gov. 
Chas. P. Johnson and Chas. T. Noland. The 
ex-guardian of the State’s funds looked 
worn and haggard. His friends and rela- 
tives took the precaution of avoiding a scene 
in court by keeping Mrs. Noland and the 
children away. A few minutes before 9 
Judge Burgess ordered the sheriff to 
open court and everybody then 
moved about uneasily with their eyes 
fixed on the door of the jury-room.

Johnson rose and gave notice that motion 
for a new trial would be filed at the afternoon 
session. The ex-Treasurer then left the 
court room accompanied by a party 
of friends. He tried to look cool 
and unconcerned, but it was to be 
seen that he was greatly agitated. His 
friends Offered their sympathy and told him 
he would come out all right eventually, He 
thanked his friends for their sympathetic ex- 
pression, and said he had by no means given 
up the fight. The thought of a striped suit 
and confinement behind the big walls of the 
Missouri Penitentiary was well calculated to 
agitate a man who less than three years ago 
was elected by a big majority to manage the 
finances of the State. 

The news of Noland’s conviction spread in 
all directions and was soon known in all 
quarters of the capital. It was telephoned 
to the Capitol building and was discussed by 
all the officials and clerks in the various de- 
partments.

AN ABSOLUTE DIVORCE. 


Decree Granted the Wife of Edgar A. Sal- 
tus. 

New York, July 11.—Edgar A. Saltus’s wife 
has obtained her divorce. The author of 
„The Pace That Kills“ and numerous other 
erotic novels has been declared by the courts 
to have been guilty of conduct unbecoming a 
husband and a decree of absolute divorce has 
been granted, The proceedings were secret 
and, although the decision was rendered on 
June 18, no inkling of the matter has leaked 
out. The only public step in the affair was 
the serving of the notice by publication when 
the suit was begun in December, 1889. 

It seems that the writer of lurid fiction had 
deen something of a man about town for 
sometime. His conduct is said to have been 
worthy of the author of ‘‘A Transaction in 


‘Hearts’’ and other realistic tales. When he 


appeared at Saratoga or Richfield Springs all 
the girls were anxious to meet him, as they 
thought he must bea very bad man to write 
such suggestive books. He was lionized fora 
time, and the sudden popularity of his un- 

conventional books made him the center of 
attraction wherever he appeared. He is in 
appearance somewhat dudish looking and af- 

fects the English style. He is about 365, a lit - 

tle under the average height and has a thick- 

set figure. His complexion is as dark as that 
of a Spaniar His hair is jet black and he 
wears a heavy black moustache, 

Mrs. Saltus openly accused her husband of 
undue intimacy with certain young ladies 
whose reputation had never been tarnished, 
The case, Ike most others that would interest 
the public, was quietly given to a referee. 
Hearings were held in private, affidavits 
were submitted, and the referee handed in 
his report. On June 18 the divorce was 
granted. 

Not a line of the proceedings has been pub- 
lished, andeven the fact that a decree had 
been entered three weeks ago has not leaked 
out until now. The rules of the Supreme 
Court are that no one except the parties di- 
rectly interested or their attorneys can have 
access tothe records or the papers in the 
case. 

The decree is signed by Judge Lawrence, 
and dissolves the marriage, giving Mrs. Sal- 
tus the right to resume her maiden name, 
Helen Rad, and to marry again. It frees Ed- 
gar from the bonds of matrimony, but does 
not permit him to marry again during the 
life of his former wife. He is charged with 
the costs in the action, some $425. 


THE BROWNS COMPROMISE. 
BALTIMORE, Md., July 11.—After one year’s 
litigation, the Alexander Brown divorce suit 
has been compromised, the court granting a 
limited divorce and allowing Mrs. Brown“ 
$3,000 a year as long as she lives. This decision 
winds up a most remarkable case, Alexan- 
der Brown is the son of the founder of the 
well-known banking house of Alexander 
Brown & Sons. While young he was intimate 
with young Laura, the daughter of his 
father’s lodge-keeper, a very beautiful girl. 
She subsequently drifted into the world, and 
when next heard from she had married a 
man named Hobson, by whom she had one 
son, who became a thief and died in prison. 
Hobson, who was a _ worthless fellow, 
died soon, and then Laura became the 
Queen of the Baltimore demi-mondes. 
She opened a magnificent place on 
Aisquith street and flourished. The citizens 
made war on her and after ten years forced 
her into North street. Here she made money 
and for the second time met Brown. She 
was then 35 years old and very handsome. 
Brown was more infatuated than ever and 
besought the woman to marry him. She 
refused at first but final'y consented and one 
day they went to Washington and were made 
man and wife, This scandal so prostrated 
his aged mother that she never reccvered. 
Mr. and Mrs, Brown movedto Alexander, 
Brown’s country seat in Green Spring Valley, 
where they entertained in great style. Sub- 
sequently they moved into the city and pur- 
chased a house on Charles avenue, the most 
fashionable part of the city. Every effort 
was made to dislodge them, but in vain. 
The sprees here caused another scandal and 
eventually led to charges and counter- 
charges which ended in separation. 


SIMEON LELAND SUED FOR SLANDER. 

New York, July 11.—The actress and elo- 
cutionist, Mabel Sterling, has begun a suit in 
the Supreme Oourt against Simeon Leland, 
clerk at the Manhattan Beach Hotel, for 
890,000 for slander. Miss Sterling’s voice 
trembled with indignation yesterday when, 
in the office of her lawyers, she told the story 
of her humiliation, and vowed that any da m- 
ages she recovered should be devoted tothe 
benefit of New York and Brooklyn charities. 
Her brother, George F. Flack, says in his 
sworn statement of the occurrence that led 
to the sult: 

On our arrival at the Manhattan Beach Hotel about 
2p. m. on qune 21 my sister introduced me to the 
clerk as her brother. She then, in the clerk’s hear- 
ing, requested me to accompany her to her room, as 
she needed the assistance of my arm. I went with 
her to her room. At once there was a knock atthe 
door, and a doell-boy handed her 
velope which contained her Dill. 
excused herself, and left me to pay the bill. 
She returned twenty minutes later very much wpset 
and weeping. She told me that she had been ordered 
from the hotel by the clerk n charge, who had re- 
fused to assign any reason for his conduct, but she 
os the cause to be that she had asked me, her 
— to accompany her to her room in his hear- 

ng. 

Clerk Leland, who is a member of the 
hotel- keeping family of that name, denies 
that he insulted Miss Sterling. It is true, he 
says, that she was requested to give up her 
room, but that was because the manager did 
not care to accommodate ladies who cause 
unattended,

FIGHT FOR A OHILD. 


Sisters Contending Over the Guardian- 
ship of Alma Walter. 


THE CHILD HERSELF WANTS TO LIVE 
WITH A STRANGER. 


The Little One Takes the Stand and Sheds 
Tears Over the Prospect of Being 
Taken From Her Friend’s Home—Judge 
Valliant’s Decision in the Sedalia 
Water-Works Case. 


0 don’t want to goto live with my sister 
Ida, because when I lived with her before I 
had an unhappy lfe.’’ 

This reply was sobbed out by 12-year-old 
Alma Walter in the Probate Court to-day in 
response to a question by Judge Woerner. 
Alma has the misfortune to be 
an orphanand possessed of $300, her share of 
her dead father’s life insurance in the 
Ancient Order of United Workmen. Her 
older sisters are fighting over the guardian- 
ship of the little girl in the Probate Court, 
Mrs. Ida Walter, the sister referred to in the 
child’s answer to the court, is the 
legal guardian of Alma. Mrs. Walter, who 
did not change her name in magrying, lives 
at 2716 Gravois road. The sisters contesting 
the guardianship are Matilda and Laura 
Walter, who also live at 2716 Gravois road, 
but occupy rooms for themselves and make 
their living by sewing. They received $900 of 
their father’s insurance money. 

The af idavit which brought the matter to 
the Court’s notice was filed by the sister, Ma- 
tilda, who is grown. she alleges that her 
married sister, Mrs. Ida Walter, keeps a store 
number, 2716 Gravois road, 
stationery, cigars, 
fruit, etc. She also maintains a 
dressmaking establishment and employs ten 
girls, Mrs. Walter has a husband and two 


children, one aged 9 years and the other aged 
8 months, and her two half-sisters live with 
her. 


They are aged 6and7years. She also 
has a servant girl aged 18 years. Matilda 


alleges that her sister lives and conducts her 


business in two rooms and a kitchen. 

Miss Walter states that her sister, Alma, 
is now living with Mrs. Emile Karst of 2736 
Geyer avenue and has a good home, receiv- 
ing $% a month and her board. Her 
sister, Mrs, Ida Welter, affiant 
alleges, proposes totake Alma to live with 
her and will pay her nothing for her 
services, but charge her $8 a month for her 
board, This will take but thirty-seven 
months, afflant alleges to eat up the $300in 
trust for Alma. 

The case cameup for hearing to-day be- 
fore Judge Woerner inthe Probate Court. 
Both sides have employed counsel. Col. 
Robert W. Goode represents the unmarried 
sisters and Attorney H. A. Loevy appears for 
Mrs. Ida Walter. 

Alma Walter was placed onthe stand and 
questioned by the court. She was dressed in 
white and seemed very well taken 
care of. She answered the questions of the 
Court with innocent frankness and more ex. 
plicitly than her age would warrant. She 
described her life at Mrs. Karst’s as very 
happy. Her duties were not heavy, she said. 
They had breakfast at 7 and her morning work 
was done at 10 o’clock. From 10 to 12 she 
had to study and play. She played onthe 
jawn with Mrs. Karst’s children, none of 
whom required her attention. The young- 
est was 9 years. Mrs. Karst heard her les- 
sons and saw that she had them. 
She studied reading, writing and arithmetic. 
She had not been put up to wantto have her 
guardian changed she stated. 

Mrs. John Watler took the stand at the con- 
clusion of the child’s testimony and said that 
the reason she wanted to take charge of the 
child was that she was anxious to have her 
senttoschool. The Court took the case un 
der advisement. 


Judge Valliant’s Decisions. 

Judges Valliant and Withrow of the Circuit 
Court held sessions to-day. Judge Valliant 
handed down a number of decisions. 
The most important case considered 
by the court was the case of 
George Siegel and others against John B. 
Quigley and othefs. In this case the plain- 
tiffs are Judgment creditors of defendant, 
John B. Quigley, and sought to collect their 
claims by suing on stock in the Sedalia 
water-works, which had been transferred 
by Quigley to his wife, who 
transferred it to William B. Quigley, the 
father of John B. Quigley. Judge Valliant 
finds for the defendants. 

In passing on the matter the Court gives the 
history ofthe case as shown by the evi 
dence and his reasons for the decision as 
follows: In March, 1887, John B. Quigley ob- 
tained a franchise from the city of Sedalia to 
supply the city with water for twenty- 
one years. Upon the franchise was 
founded a corporation called the 
Sedalia Water-works Co. Defendant 
John B. Quigley subscribed for the stock in 
controversy, paying fof the stock only by the 
franchise, and afterwards conveyed the stock 
to his wife, who conveyed it to William B. 
Quigley. These facts alone, the court states, 
make a prima facia case for the defendants, 
but these are not all the facts. 

The city of Sedalia, the court states, did 
not enter into a contract with John B. Quig- 
ley personally, but with Quigley & Co. Wm. 
B. Quigley, the company, and father of John 
B. Quigley, furnished all the money. By the 
partnership agreement between Wm. B. 
Quigley and his son, John B. Quig- 
ley was to receive $150 a month and 
10 per cent of the profits; William B. Quigley 
was to receive 40 per cent of the profits, and 
John B. Quigley’s wife 50 per cent of the 
profits. 

This arrangement the court holds, 
although perhaps made to prevent John B. 
Quigley’s creditors from coming at interest 
in the company intended for him, was not 
legally wrong. William B. Quigley was not 
legally responsible for his son’s debts and 
had a perfect right to do what he pleased 
with his own. John B. Quigley, the court 
rules, only held the stock in trust when the 
franchise was obtained and in transferring it 
to his father he only did what he could be 
compelled to do by law. The finding is 
therefore for defendants. 

NEW TRIAL REFUSED. 

Judge Valliant overruled the motion fora 
new trial inthe case of James Mitchell and 
others against Bradstreet & Co. Plaintiffs 
sued for damages in consequence of an 
alleged slanderous statement, which they 
averred defendants had caused to be placed 
in circulation concerning them, and were 
awarded $5,500 damages by a jury. In 
refusing to grant a new trial Judge Valliant 
states the damages allowed by the jury are 
more than he would have allowed, but that 
he does not wish to substitute his judgment 
for that of the jury.

THE MAGUIRES AND’'THE LAVANS. 


A Family Row Aired in the Second District 
Police Court. 

The coal and shovel fight between the 
Maguires and the Lavans, living at 2307 
Howard street, was aired in Judge 
Paxson’s court this morning. The 
quarrel was the aftermath of 
an interesting street episode which occurred 
a few evenings previous. 

The papers reported the matter as due to

It appears 
that Reed is a myth. The true Cause was 
some statementsthe Lavans had circulated 
derogatory to Miss Maguire's character which 
that young lady resented in a pugilistic man- 
ner.

‘Maguire,’ says I, ‘go wipe your feet at 
your own door.’ ‘I won't,’ says she, and 
with that she called me a vile name and 
dared me to come outside. I picked up my 
scrub-bucket and ve her the contents 
of it. Her daughter Mamiecame down and 
threw a coal shovel through my screen doors, 
They then went up-stairs and threw coal 
down on me. Later, when I was passin 
through the yard, Mamie pitched a shove 
and a broom at my head.’’ 

Ben Smith,a teamster, Knew nothing of 
the origin of the trouble, but said the 
air was full of shovels and coal. 
The Maguires when puton the stand swore 
that the Lavans had been the aggressors 
in all the trouble that had occurred. The 
Judge seemed to take the same view of the 
matter and discharged the defendants. Mar- 
shall McDonald acted for the defense and 
Lawyer Peabody conducted the prosecution, 
The personal tilts between the lawyers added 
— derably to the amusement of the spec- 
tators.

PROTECIION OF STREET RAILWAYS un- 
DER NEW POSTAL SYSTEM. 


Under Postmaster Harlow's Plan the Gov- 
ernment Will Be Required to Protest 
the Running of Mail Oars—How a 
Strike Would Affect Matters. 


With the adoption of Postmaster Harlow’s 
plan of employing the street cars for the 
collection and delivery of mails thé lines will 
come under the same laws so far as Govern- 
ment protection is concerned asthe steam 
and other post roads. In other words, any 
person who interferes with the running of a 
postal car on the Lindell Street Railroad 
CO. s road will be liable to the same penalty 
as though he wrecked or maliciously delayed 
a regular mail car on the Missouri Pacific 
road, The street railway companies that will 
carry mails will become post roads within 
the meaning of the general laws governing 
such carriers and will be entitled to the pro- 
tection of the Government, 

This feature of Maj. Harlow’s 
plan isnow receiving much attention from 
the street railway officials and their em- 
ployes as well. The roads are all willing to 
carry the mail cars and are championing 
Maj. Harlow’s plan with a lively zeal. Some 
of the railway employes, however, seem to 
be afraid ot the coming inovation in the car- 
rying of city mails. 

AN EMPLOYE’S VIEW. . 

One of them discussing the plan said that it 
would complicate matters in the event of a 
sfrike. ‘‘I may be mistaken,’’ he said, but 
it strikes me that we would be confronted 
with a lot of United States Deputy Marshals 
if we should happen to go out ona strike for 
better pay or shorter hours. The officials 
would demand protection from the Govern- 
ment, and should there be any interference 
with the running of cars that would 
delay the postal cars, our cause might 
suffer great injuryand mayhap some of our 
men. This, I guess, isone of the reasons 
why the bosses have joined in the liberal in- 
dorsement of the new plan. 

President Scullinof the Union Depot and 
other lines said when questioned that he had 
not given the subject much attention. 1 
presume, he said, that if our roads 
are employed to carry the mails 
we will get allthe necessary co-operation to 
keep the postal cars running regularly. Still 
we donot look for any strikes or anything 
else that might interfere with the running of 
any cars, passenger or postal. I take it that 
street railroads, f employed to carry mails, 
will come under the same laws asthose that 
govern railroad trains and vessels.’’ 

WOULD RUN ANYHOW. 

Postmaster Harlow was seen in his office 
this morning getting his plans on paper for 
the postal authorities at Washington. He 
expects to get them all off within the next 
few days. When asked what effect a strike 
would have on the transferof mails on the 
street railroads, he replied that it would 
have none of any serious consequences. 
Take the history of the steam railroad strikes 
for instance,’’ he continued, ‘‘and you 
will find few, it any cases where there was 
any interference with the transfer of the 
mails. The strikers instead of interfering 
assist in running the trains. You wii find in 
looking over these strikes that the strikers 
detail men to take care of these 
cars and keep them running. I am sure this 
would apply should there be a strike on any 
of the street roads that may be selected as 
postal routes. The Government would fur- 
nish all necessary protection to the postal 
trains, but would be under no obligations to 
help tke roads in running their passenger 
trains. Iam satisfied that there can be no 
delay or interference with the postal cars 
even if there should bé a strike on the part of 
the employes.’’ 

WILL RUN EXPRESS CARS. 

There is a strong probability that the ex- 
ample of the Southern Railroad Co. or 
the Sixth street line, as it is better known, 
in running an express car on its electric line, 
will be followed by other roads 
in the event of the adoption 
of the street railroad postal system. The 
Sixth street line has been operating the ex- 
press car for six weeks with such results 
that other long distance lines are ready to 
follow the example as soon as the postal 
cars are put in use. The plan is to run the 
mail and express cars together and to make 
if possible such arrangements with numerous 
branch post offices that will be established 
to insure the prompt handling of express as 
well as mail matter. 


Hot Weather Suggestions. 


From Harper’s Bazar. 

At the opening of the heated term a few 
good resolutions should be made. Among 
the first should be one to cultivate tranquil- 
ity of mind.

The protest entered is against the 
exaction of 100 per cent duty on East India 
wools, which were classified by the Collector 
as ‘assorted,’ pursuant to an order of the 
Treasury Department issued in March last. 
goth importers and consumers are arrayed 
against the Collector’s decision. They hold 
that the wools in question are not assorted, 
as the term 18 understood in the wool trade, 
but are merely separated according to colors, 
which, they say, is always done in importing 
this class Of wools. They say further, that 
the whole fleece is imported and that sorting 
15 the n necessary before the wool can be 
ysed. Their argument is that the law impos- 
ing double duty applies only to the importa- 
tion of finer grades of wool after the lower 
grades of the fleece have been rejected, and 
cannot apply to this well-known variety of 
woo! imported in its ordinary condition. 

The wool-growers have, through their 
counsel, filed written arguments upholding 
the position taken by the Collector. Two 
weeks have been given for the counsel of the 
importers to file their briefs. Among the 
witnesses named yesterday were J. D. Wood, 

E. S. Higgins & Co., Francis Payson, H. C.

A QUESTION OF CUTLERY. 

Another recent hearing, which took place 
before General Appraiser Wilkinson, is at- 
attracting the attention of domestic cutlery 

manufacturers, The point at issue is, to the 
lay mind, a rather fine one. It inuolves the 
distinction between a kitchen knife anda 
cook’s knife. The present tariff imposes a 
minimum duty of 10 cents a dozen 
and 30 per cent ad valorem 
on kitchen knives, and $1 a dozen 
and 80 per cent ad Valorem on cooks’ knives. 
The importers now wish to bring in as 
kitchen knives what the domestic manufac- 
turers hold are cooks’ knives. The import- 
ers hold that only such knives, 
say from ten to twenty inches 
long, as are used by cooks to 
carve meat, should be classed as cooks’ 
knives. On the other hand, the manufactur- 
ers contend that all imported knives witha 
cro. * at the end of the handle and a ferrule at 
the base of the blade and with blades taper- 
oa point are cooks’ knives, no matter 
— thelr length. Samples and price Lists 
have been submitted by the Meridian Cutlery 
Co., and by J. Russell & Co., until Col. 

The 
representatives of these two firms say that 
they have never made cook Knives less than 
seven inches long, because under the old 
tarif their manufacture was unprofitable.

THE NOLAND VERDICT. 


Although the punishment inflicted upon 
ex-State Treasurer NOLAND is the least 
penalty provided by the law for his crime, 
yet the result of this second trial may be 
viewed with much satisfaction by the citi- 
zens of Missouri. The verdict and the 
penitentiary sentence may be regarded as 
in large measure vindicating the law and 
preserving the honor of the State. 

After all the arguments, the excuses, the 
palliative and pathetic circumstances in 
favor of NoLAND had been thrown into the 
balance there remained the damning fact 
that he embezzled the public funds and 
violated the sacred trust imposed upon him 
by the people. This fact and the neces- 
sity attaching to it of upholding the law 
and guarding public interests overshad- 
owed all other considerations and made 
his trial and the infliction of the punish- 
ment following from the proof of his guilt 
imperative. To have permitted the man 
to escape the consequences of his crime 
through pity for himself and his family 
would have discredited honor and honesty 
and brought law into contempt. The ver- 
dict is righteous, and its effect in the dis- 
couragement of similar crimes cannot fail 
to be salutary. 

But while there is occasion for con- 
gratulation in the outcome of the case, 
there is also room for humiliation in many 
of its circumstances. The evidence dis- 
closed gross ignorance of the law and cul- 
pable negligence in the discharge of their 
duties on the part of high State officials. 
The conduct of the State Administration 
has been characterized by what in the 
most favorable view cannot be described 
as less than unpardonable laxity and blun- 
dering stupidity. Gov. FRANCIS and 
Auditor SHIBERT can scarcely avoid feeling 
a twinge of remorse in the consciousness 
thatifthey had done their full duty the 
State’s money probably would not have 
been stolen and the shadow of the peni- 
tentiary would not have fallen upon No- 
LAND and his family.

WORK-HOUSE INVESTIGATION. 


The Abuses at the Tustitution to Be 
Thoroughly Ventilated. 


The Work house question ig just at present 
interesting most of the city officials and the 
indications are that within the next ten days 
there will be a pretty thorough and complete 
investigation made from all sides. That 
evils do exist there is an acknowledged fact. 
The Superintendent and those under him at 
the Work-house admit that much, but just 
where the blame is to rest ig the question to 
be answered, 

In the frst place the buildings of 
the institution are mere relics of 
the days when the city was 
only a town. The institution has not grown 
with the city, while the number of petty 
criminals has increased as the city grew. In 
the second place the chain gang seems to be 
a thing ot the past. All of the oMelals who 
have visited the institution recently 
look upon the practice ot put- 
ting chains on the men as 
and outrageous and think it should be 
stopped. If this is done, it will necessitate a 
reorganization of the whole system of goyv- 
ernment at the Work-house, as it has been 
the custom to put chains on the long-term 
prisoners ever since the Work-house was 
established, and it is from this custom that 
the prisoners who work on the 
streets gotthe nameof the ‘‘chain gang.’’ 
The Delegates are all interestedand on 
Monday in addition to the commit- 
tee of five there will bea large number of 
the members who will go on thelr own re- 
sponsibility to find out exactiy how matters 
stand. After the investigation, which 
will be to-day supplemented hy the 
Charity Board and members of the Board of 
Public Improvements, are finished some very 
decided steps will be taken by the House of 
Delegates Committee in the direction of a 
reorganization. One of the members of the 
committee said to- day: A new and modern 
system can do no harm, and if the old system 
is a bad one it will do a great deal of good. 

That the Work-house has been allowed to 
run along uncared for and negiected fora 
long time is very evident, and the brutalities 
that exist are merely the outgrowth of negli- 
gence and carelessness.’’ 

This afternoon the Charity Commissioners 
and several members of the Board of Public 
Improvements paid a visit to the white- 
washed institution on the river dank and 
made a careful inspection.

TRUTH FROM CHILI. 


The Situation Misrepresented by the 
Agents of Balmaceda 


HOW THE INSURGENTS REGARD THE 
BTATA INCIDENT, 


The City of Iquique Not Badly Damaged 
by the Recent Bombardment—Method 
of Warfare Pursued by the Govern- 
ment Forces—Revenues of the Rebels— 
British Bombast, 


New Tonk, July 11.—Acorrespondent at 
Iquique, Chili, under date of June 18, writes 
as follows: 

The situation of the Congressional party 
in Chili has been grossly misrepresented to 
the people of the United States through the 
medium of correspondents in the capital city 
of Santiago and also by those who have been 
traveling on the Government transport Im- 
periali, that accompanies the torpedo cruls- 
ers Lynch and Condel. To a person visiting 
this port fully posted,as he imagined, on 
affairs through the medium of the dispatches 
and letters published nothing could be more 
striking than the scenes at the pom of 
Iquique on June 10, Although expecting to 
find the town in ruins, inastate of anarchy 
and disruption of business, I found there 
were scarcely any signs of the demolition. 
Certainly five blocks of buildings were 
burned through the persistent refusal of Bal- 
maceda’s officers to permit the firemen to ex- 
tinguish the flames. The unbiased opinion 
of foreign residents is that the destruc- 
tion of these buildings wag the work of Col. 
Soto, and the attackin g war ships had orders 
to in no wise use loaded shells that might 
cause unnecessary loss of life. In the attend- 
ant excitement there were a few charged 
projectiles fired, but beyond damages caused 
to the clock tower of the plasa and the break- 
age of the walls of a building, no other dam- 
ages were caused by the war-ships in the 
bay. The town is in excellent order, the 
municipal officers have restored all damages 
to property, and nearly all building sites on 
the burned streets are now occupied by either 
houses in course of re-erection or completed, 
The majority of the houses were of light 
wood and plaster and their construction does 
not occupy any length of time. 

THE ETATA INCIDENT. 

The Etata incident occupies the public and 
official minds. Public sentiment de tes 
in a marked measure the action of the United 
States Government inthe matter. It is con- 
ceded that the German captain of the Etata 
acted wrongfully carrying off the United 
States Deputy Marshal, but for that 
offense alone the United States 
Government should have sought 
redress. Detaining the arms and ammunition 
at tnis critical period is deeply deplored by 
the leaders of the party. It was expected 
that with these munitions of war the daily in- 
creasing force of volunteer soldiers would 
have been armed and a movement made to 
the south to cast the die for victory or fail- 
ure. But the determination of the Oon- 
gressional Cabinet todeliverthe Etata, and 
in no wise offend the Unitéd States, has in a 
measure retarded the movements of the bel- 
ligerent forces. The ultimate release of the 
Etata by the United States Government is 
earnestly hoped for, and in that nope there is 
no doubt that the belligerents have the sym- 
pathy of all foreigners throughout Chill, 

The farcical bombardment of Iquique by 
the torpedo cruisers Lynch and Condel on 
June 9is afair example of the methods of 
warfare as conducted by da’s naval 
forces. Throwing shells from a vessel seven 
miles from shore is simply a waste of good 
material,and at that distance the alleged 
ruin of Iquique was accomplished. As soon 
as the corvette Abtaoand the old Huascar 
were seen to be coming out of Iquique harbor 
the torpedo cruisers got under way, and al- 
though superior modern vessels in every re- 
spect to the last-named ships, they retreated 
south to attack the defenseless port of Toco- 
pilla. There a force was landed and the cus- 
toms and municipal documents destroyed, 
and after the crews had insulted and annoyed 
the residents the two cruisers went to Val- 
paraiso. Telegraph communication between 
Tocopilia and the north was cut off by the 
sailors from the cruisers. The commander of 
the Condel informed the Santiago authorities 
that he had succeed in bombarding Iquique 
and Tocopilla and bad so scared the officers 
of the Congressional ships that they retreated 
into port. He pronounced the entire fleet as 
useless and badly disorganized. 

THE TRUE SITUATION. 

Now, the truth is exactly the reverse of 
these statements. Beyond requiring docking 
there is not a single ship in the possession of 
the insurgents that cannot be depended 
upon. I can confidently state these facts 
from personal observation. The only pur- 
pose to be gained by the publication by the 
Balmaceda faction of these untruthful re- 
ports isto impress foreign nations that he 
maintains supremacy over the insurgents. 
The revenues of the port of Iquique, amount 
ing to $2,000,000 monthly, are in the hands of 
the Congressional party. Thissum its far in 
excess Ofany revenues that Balmaceda re- 
celves, and while the receipts continue there 
is no doubt that the Congressional party will 
be able to procure sinews of war and main- 
tain their situation. The yarns told by va- 
rious British shipmasters as to their acts of 
self-sacrifice and protection granted to those 
who went on board their ships during the 
bombardment of Iquique are highly colored, 

Land that, with but few exceptions, pay- 
ment for services rendered—and a good round 
sum, too—was obtained fromthe unfortun- 
ates who were onthe vessels. The crews, 
cooks and stewards of the vessels united in 
fleecing everv one that they knew would 
stand the extortions. With regard to the 
present state of internecine strife it is almost 
impossible to predict the time or manner of 
its termination. But looking in an impartial] 
light upon the subject it appears at this mo- 
ment that the Congressional party is far in 
the ascendant,

Items of Interest Gathered From Tran- 
sient Visitors.

WHAT IS BEING TALKED OF IN THE 
HOTEL CORRIDORS. 


An Enterprise to Supply Mississippi 
Valley Towns With Pacific Slope 
Lumber—An Englishman’s Comment 
on American Cities—Fire Guards in 
Kansas and the Wheat Crop. 


This morning William Satterlee of Portland, 
Ore., arrived in the city and registered at the 
Southern. ‘‘I have just completed a con- 
tract of rather a novel description, said Mr. 
Satterlee, ‘‘and that is supplying a quantity 

ot redwood lumber to points in North and 
south Dakota, Western Minnesota, and even 
Missouri and Kansas. To send lumber from 
‘the Pacific slope to the Mississippi Valley 
‘seems like sending coals to New- 
castle, but this is not in reality the 
case. There is lumber and lumber, and 
‘the redwood logs of the Coast Range supply a 
‘kind of building material that cannot be 
} paralleled anywhere else in the world. The 
‘planks sawed are long, broad, and without a 
single knot, but their great advantage lies in 
the fact that they are practically uninflam- 
mable. If in this respect the Oregon lumber 
was like that of the East, it would be absurd 
to think of shipping it, but asa matter of 
fact we do not compete with lumber, but with 
brick, and are going to make an effort to se- 
cure the trade of the new towns that are so 
rapidly springing up. The wuninflam- 
mable character of the redwood timber has 
been amply proved. One case occurred at 
Fort Bidwell, Cal., which shows this in the 
most unmistakable way. One of the govern- 
ment warehouses, filled with combustible 
material, was observed to be smoking and an 
investigation was made. It was found that 
the planks forming the inner lining of the 
wall had been on fire for three or four days, 
and that the entire interior sheeting had 
been destroyed. But instead of bursting into 
flame the wood had simply smouldered, and 
the only effect was to reduce the planks to 
charcoal. I have repeatedly seen 
houses that have had all their 
boards destroyed by fire, but where 
the contents were almost entirely uninjured. 
The walls were standing, ‘although every 
portion was blackened, and they had to be 
rebuilt. San Francisco is built almost en- 
tirely of wood, but fires are of rare occa- 
sions and are easily controlled. When pine 
was used as a building material the city was 
almost totally destroyed three or four times; 
but since the introduction of redwood the 
losses have been very small indeed. Low 
freight rates have been made, and we hope to 
introduce the. redwood into all the smaller 
towns west of the Mississippi, as it is much 
cheaper than brick and nearly as good. 


OUT FOR THE STUFF. 

Chicago is preparing for the World’s Fair 
with a vengeance,’’ remarked a gentleman 
from the Southwest yesterday to a Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter. ‘‘I have just been there and 
saw a number of illustrations of their lively 
preparatory work. Among other things I 
watched the real estate agents and their 
methods. They are selling ground away out 
in the neighborhood of Jackson Park at im- 
mense prices. Nearly every person ofa spec- 
ulative turn of mind who goes there 
gets into the clutches of the 
agents. They tell him that a fortune is in 
store for him if he only buys a section of the 
flat country in the neighborhood of the 
World’s Fair site and he very often buys. 
The Chicago people are all planning to make 
a big thing out of the fair. Their efforts are 
not so much for the fair itself, but to realize 
handsomely for themselves. They look for 
an immense attendance and the average 
Chicagoan figures that it is his lookout to 
work as many as he can. All a man has to do 
nowadays is to get hold of a Chicago man 
and tell him he has a big scheme to work for 
the Fair. The Chicago man will immediately 
get interested and will cheerfully give audi- 
ence to the man with the scheme. If the 
scheme looks like a good one its discoverer 
might be able to work the Chicago man. While 
Iwas there I overheard a conversation be- 
tween a couple of men, one of whom seemed 
to be pretty hard up, judging from his ap- 
pearance. He stopped a well-dressed man 
on Clark street and both men soon engaged 
in conversation. The better dressed man 
told the other that he had worked the World’s 
Fair racket and had substantially bettered 
his. condition. He told his shabby 
friend how to work the game and guaranteed 
him success. Aman with a money-making 
scheme that promises good returns during 
the World’s Fair need not go hungry in Chi- 
cago. Another thing I noticed up there that 
impressed me, is the disposition of hotel 
keepers and others to practice for the Fair. 

In all the talk I heard in Chicago about the 
fair, I noticed everybody spoke of what a big 
money making scheme it would be forthe 
city by the lake. I did not hear anybody say 
anything of its benefits to the country, its 
advancement of science, art, skill or any- 
thing ofthat kind. It was all on the subject 
of the revenue it would place in the 
coffers of the merchants and 
gain seekers of the city. I could not help 
but express a feeling of sympathy for the un- 
initiated foreigners and others who will get 
into their talons. I do not speak from a 
prejudiced standpoint, but merely tell, in a 
disinterested way, what I observed during a 
week's stay up there. The Chicago man is 
out for the stuff with both feet, and 
people who go there will be everiastingly 
worked unless they thoroughly understand 
the ropes. Men who contributed $1,000 
towards getting the fair for Chicago count 
confidently on getting it back twenty and 
thirty fold during the fair. and those who 
gave more look for proportionate returns.’’ 

The Fair headquarters are already filled up 
with barnacies. A lot of useless employes 
are on the lists drawing big salaries and they 
are talking of getting more. can 
keep on appropriating money and Chicago 
will always be ready for more. They have got 
the Fair and they are using it forall it’s 
worth.’’ 


AN ASTONISHED ENGLISHMAN. 


There are many things that an English- 
man admires in the United States, said 7. 
L. Stockbridge of Barnet, England, whois at 


the Lindell, ‘‘but what strikes the majority 
of us more forcibly is the abundance and 
purity of the water supply of your large 
cities. If New Yorkers or St. Louisans had 

to stand what the people of London endure, 
asa matter of course, I don’t Know what 
they would do. Certainly there would 
be something very like a a re- 

volt against the city authorities. In 
London all the water is obtained from the 

Thames. This runs through a densely popu- 
lated manufacturing and grazing district, 

and when the water reaches the city it is foul 
beyond description. Noone thinks of drink- 

ing it until it has been boiled, and as a matter 
of fact, it is hardly fit for bathing purposes, 

containing as it does the drainage of so 

thickly populated a section. But even of this 

water the supply is limited. There is no such 
thing as turninga stop-cock and getting all 
the water you want, as the mains are 

open but two hours each day, 

from 6 to 7 in the’ morning, and 
from 6 to 7 in theevening. Each house is 
provided witn a tank on the roofand the 
water tax is proportioned tothe size of the 
tank. When the mains are open in the morn- 

ing the water runs into the tanks, generally 
with a noise sufficient to rouse the dead. If 
the supply is exhausted during the day, the 
people must simply do without until evening. 
As the consumption of water differs on differ- 
ent days, a householder must either pay for 
more water than he needs, or continually 
run short. Being exposed to the soot 
ofa smoky city like London does not improve 
the quality of the water, and by the time it 
reaches the consumer it is a terrible mess. 
The plan of cutting off the water during 
twenty-two hours of the day, makes it difi- 
cult to handle a fire. When an alarm is given 
the first thing to be done is to hunt up the 
man in charge of the key of one of the numer- 
ous water towers, and to get him to open the 
mains. By the time that this task is accom- 
plished, even the London flre- engines, which 
proceed at a dignified and funereal pace to 
the conflagration, are ready for action, but 
the fire frequently gains such headway as to 
render it impossible to check. To see an 
inexhaustible supply of pure water available 
at any moment is a thing that it is hard for 
me to get used to. 


KANSAS FIRE GUARDS. 

Wilson S. Brooks of Manhattan, Kan., who 
is at the Southern, said: The Kansas farm- 
ers expect tohave a phenomenal wheat crop 
this summer and one that will grade very 
high. For awhile we thought that the heavy 
rains would toughen the wheat and prevent 
it from grading for foreign shipment, but the 
weather of the last ten days has been such as 
to obviate this danger and acrop of much 
above “the average in quality weil 
be marketed. In the western part 
of the State, where I am located, 
we are now busily engaged in running re- 
guards, as fire is about the only thing that 
can now damage our crop to any serious ex- 
tent. When wheat fields border upon eraz- 
ing lands we always have to be on the look - 
out for fire,as the short grass, if dry, is likely 
to blaze up at any moment froma match, or 
the ashes of a pipe, and destroy the adjacent 
wheat fields. We protect ourselves from this 
in avery simple manner. Alarge, broad- 
sheared gang plow is taken and 
two furrows run along the outside 
of the fence. At a distance 
of about three feet two additional furrows 
are run. This line of about seven feet is a 
barrier which no prairie fre on the short- 
grassed plains can pass, except in very high 
winds, and then only at isolated points 
where it can easily be beaten out with 
blankets or wheat sacks. But whenever we 
see a flre everyone onthe farm goes tothe 
fireguard, and stands ready to fight it until 
all danger has passed.’’ 


A WELL-DRILLED BATTERY. 

„% The St. Louis artillerymen did net win the 
prize at the recent competitive drill,’’ satda 
member of Light Battery A, ‘‘but we were 
satisfied with our performance, and cer- 
tainly deserved success. We were beaten, it 
is true, but only beaten because our oppo- 
nents did not follow the tactics, which we 
did strictly. We were astonished to find how 
much irregularity was permitted, and 
this, and this alone, defeated us. 
Any artilleryman knows how much time 
can be gained in certain evolutions by a lit- 
tle irregularity. Our competitors, for in- 
stance, had ropes attached to the prolonge, 
which enabled them to wheelthe guns much 
more rapidly. Then their cartridge boxes 
instead of being buckled to the belt were fas- 
tened by hooks, which admitted of instan - 
taneous but insecure adjustment. Again 
they did not appear on parade in gloves, and 
a number of minor irregularities might be 
mentioned which, small in themselves, 
amounted to a tremendous handicap when 
the decision rested on a matter of seconds. 
We were admittedly the battery which was 
the most tactically correct, and that was 
enough for us. 


MISSOURI’S FRUIT CROP. 

This morning 8. L. Wetherell of Ste. Gene- 
vieve County arrived inthe city and regis- 
tered at the Lindell. Mr. Wetherell is a large 
fruit · grower and has long acted as agent for 
many of the farmers of Southern and Central 
Missouri. The fruit season of 1891 will be 
the best that has been known for the last five 
years,’’ he said, and every one who has an 
orchard or a vineyard is sure of making 
money. I have been all over the State south 
of the Missouri River, and never have seen 
the fruit crop looking so well. 
There have been years in which individual 
crops were larger, but in my recollection 
none in which the average was so high. 
Every line is doing excellently. The peach 
crop will in all probability be the largest on 
record, the apple crop will come very near 
touching the top notch, while the grape srop 
will be the largest for eight years. In grain 
of all kinds the showing will be equally good, 
and in wheat the grade will be far above the 
average,as the rains have not toughened 
the berries toany extent, as it was feared 
that they would. Taken altogether, the 
farmers have better prospects than they 
have had for a long time.

THEIR ACCURACY. 


A Movement to Combine the United 
States and the Oanadian Signal Ser- 
vices—Advantages of This Course— 
Where Cold Waves Originate. 


Last night Samuel L. Richardson of the 
Weather Bureau of the Department of 
Agriculture, arrived in the city from Wash- 
ington, and left this morning for Winnipeg, 
Manitoba. In conversation with a repre- 
sentative of the Post-DIsSPATCH in the cor- 
ridor of the Southern Hotel, Mr. Richardson 
sald: The Weather Bureau intends to make 
a strong effort to greatly improve its service, 
and not only make its predictions more 
accurate, but also to extend them over a 
greater period of time than has been possible 
heretofore. That this is possible is certain, 
and we hope to be able to accomplish it. 

INADEQUATE DATA. 

That the service has not been better is no 
refiection on the previous management of the 
Weather Bureau, which did as well as any one 
could expect, considering its facilities. What 
we now want to do is to extend these facill- 
ties by greatly enlarging the field covered by 
the weather reports. As it is now, through- 
out the Northwest, where the Mississippi 
Valley gets its weather from, we know noth- 
ing of what is taking place north of the 
British line, and by far the larger number of 
areas of high and low darometers 
originate there, and we only know of 
the storms after they cross our 
borders and when as a rule they are moving 
rapidly. From the territory where these at - 
mospheric changes originate and of the con- 
ditions prevalent at any time we know noth- 
ing whatever, as there are no observation 
stations and few telegraph lines to carry the 
news. If we could know just what is going 
onin British Columbia it would be much 
easier to make accurate predictions, anda 
variety of interesting meteorological prob- 
lems would be solved. 

ORIGIN OF STORMS. 

Some correspondence has already passed 
between the Canadian Government and 
the Department of Agriculture in reference to 
organizing the weather service which will 
cover the entire continent, and Iam on my 
way to the Southwestern Provinces to look 
over the field and see what can be done. The 
western portion of the British dominions 
furnishes the most interesting fleld that éan 
be found for weather observations bearing 
upon the Mississippi Valley, and if we could 
know whatis going on there not only could 
predictions be made with much greater ac- 
curacy, but they could also cover a period of 
at least sixty hours. As it is now we 
have to catch a cold wave on 
the wing, as it were, without know- 
ing where it came from, and therefore 
cannot tell with the desired degree of accu- 
racy where it is going. As far as can be 
judged from the imperfect data available, | 
there are two great weather centers in West- 
ern Canada. Oneis near the headwaters of 
of the Mackenzie, the other tothe west, in 
the neighborhood of the sources of tne Sas- 
katchewan. Cold waves coming from these 
two territories behave very differently. 

THE MACKENZIE AND SASKATCHEWAN. 

Those from the Mackenzie move slowiy, 
are not as a rule accompanied by very high 
winds, Are likely to go farther 
south and not sO far east 
as the Saskatchewan waves and are not easily 
dissipated by striking a warm belt. The 
Mackenzie waves often pass east of Western 
Ohio and are felt as far south as New Orleans. 
The Saskatchewan waves sometimes cross the 
Mississippi north of St. Louis move much 
more rapidly and are felt on the Atlantic 
Coast. When the two waves cross, their 
speed and directionis changed. The differ- 
ence between them is occasioned 
by varying conditions of formation. The 
Mackenzie basin averages much colder 
than the Saskatchewan, in which the climate 
is greatly modified by the warm Pacific 
winds and is not so subjecttolocal disturb- 
ances, as the country has none of the high 
mountains characteristic of the Western 
regions. 

COLD WAVE PECULIARITIES. 

A cold wave from the Mackenzie is formed 
by slowly ascending and descending cur- 
rents, is likely to cover a very large area and 
is invariably more extensive in vertical 
measurement than a Saskatchewan storm 
center, whichis likely to be overlaid with 
warmer air and to be occasioned by lo- 
cal storms, The latter moves much 
more rapidly, and at certain places may be 
eolder, but the average temperature is not so 
low, What we wish to do is to arrange for a 
series of observations in the British domin- 
ions, where observations can be taken and 
telegraphed to this country. Knowing the 
origin and initial rate of progress of the cold 
wave, its course, after a little experience, 
can be predicted with almost absolute ac- 
curacy, and we can tell when and 
where two currents are likely to coalesce. 
With these data the weather service will bea 
different thing. The Canadian authorities 
show every disposition to co-operate with us, 
and withina year we hope to have every: 
thing settled.“

THE STOCK MARKET. 


An Advance in Prices and 
Money Market. 


The stock market, which has been low and 
dull for some time past, is beginning to re- 
vive, and there is a marked upward ten- 
dency in prices. This is most marked in rall - 


road securities, nearly all of which are 
strong, and many of which show a slight but 
very significant advance. The cause as- 
signed was the prospect of very heavy earn- 
ings in moving the crops, and consequently 
largely increased dividends. Another potent 
factor was the stoppage ofthe gold drain to 
Europe. It has been well known that 
this would cease soon, and the return tide set 
in, but few believ that exports of gold 
would cease so early. One reason for this is 
to be found in the large purchases of railway 
stocks and bonds on English and German ac- 
count. Foreign financiers have recognized 
the American railroad situation, and are 
anxious to availthemselves of the oppor- 
tunity of purchasing securities at a lower 
rice than that which they believe will pre- 
vail within the next few months. Many 
ascribe the cessation of gold shipments 
to this demand. All evidences point 
not only to a large but also toan early crop, 
and as a result the money market will be 
relieved earlier than was anticipated. Al- 
ready the reliefis felt, as itis not nearly so 
difficult to negotiate loans at reasonable in- 
terest as it was a week ago, and banks are 
much more liberal in making discounts. This 
has stimulated stock speculation, and the 
market shows unmistakable signs of activity 
All along the line.

BUILDING A NEW ROAD, 


ST. LOUIS TO HAVE ANOTHER CONNECT- 
ING LINE WITH CHICAGO, 


Work Being Done by the Chicago & Eastern 
Illinois Co. to Extend Their System— 
The Wabash Road’s New Freight 
House. 


There is to be another railroad between St. 
Louls and Chicago. The Chicago & Eastern 
Illinois Co. is now at work on the line 
and has been since spring, although en- 
deavors to keep the plans secret have been 
made. It is the general belief that they will 
not build a line of their own all the way to 
this city, but will come in over the Big Four, 
making codnection with them at either Shel- 
byville or Pana, but in all probability at the 
former point. It is even believed that the 
Big Four management has acquired an inter. 
est in the Chicago & Eastern Illinois system, 
which is quite extensive, including as it does, 
besides the Chicago & Eastern Illinois proper, 
the Evansville & Terre Haute road, the Chi- 
cago & Indiana Coal Railway, the Evansville 
& Indianapolis and Evansville & Rich- 
mond roads. It has enormous suburban 
traffic out of Chicagoand also does a big coal 
business. It is this system that D. J. Mackey 
of the Louisville, Evansville & St. Louis (Air 
Line) and Peoria, Decatur & Evansville roads 
was said to be after a short time ago, and 
rumor has it that President Ingalls of the Big 
Four has got in ahead of him. 

The main line of the Chicago & Eastern IIlt- 
nois road extends from Chicago to Terre 
Haute, Ind., and from the latter point to 
Evansville, Ind., over the Evansville & Terre 
Haute, a part of the same system. 

ONLY FORTY MILES OF TRACK NEEDED. 

The Chicago & Eastern Illinois proper runs 
almost due south from Chicago to Danville, 
III., following the eastern State line of 
Illinois very closely. At Danville it has a 
branch running south to Tuscola, III., a dis- 
tance of fifty miles. This branch is known as 
the Danville & St. Louis Division and that is 
the part of the road which is now being ex- 
tended toward St. Louis. Only about forty 
miles of road will have to be constructed 
from Tuscola to reach Shelbyviile, where 
a conneetion may be made with the Big Four 
line. By buildingto Pana the line would not 
be very much more direct, and it would re- 
quire the construction of fifteen or twenty 
miles more of track. It is probable, there- 
fore, that the Big Four will be tapped at Shel- 
byville. The Chicago & Eastern IIlinois has 
its road all graded from Tuscola to Sullivan, 
over half the distance to Shelbyville, and the 
work of laying the track has been com- 
menced. It crosses the Wabash road 
at Sullivan. Grading is being done 
west of Sullivan, but as the officials of the 
road are keeping theirown counsel it is not 
known positively that Shelbyville is the ob- 
jective point. In fact there are afew who 
believe the road will build a line of its own 
all the way to St. Louis, but this is highly im- 
probable, and itis the almost universal be- 
lief that the road will enter this city over the 
Big Four. At Sullivan, III., a bridge 2,000 
feet long and seventy-five feet high is to be 
built by the new candidate for St. Louis busi- 
ness. Whilethe line between St. Louis and 
Chicago will be arather long one, the Chi- 
cago & Eastern Illinois Co. intends, it is said, 
to place on handsome vestibule trains and to 
run at an increased rate of speed in order to 
get its share of the business, 


The Wabash’s New Buildings. 
The Wabash road is building a freight-house 
at Hannibal, Mo., which will cost upward of 


$20,000. It will be of brick and will be 230 feet 
by 55 feet.

Pittsburg’s Aggregation of Stolen Play- 
ers a Sad Disappointment—Anson as 
a Developer of Young Blood—Chicago 
Again Leading in the League Race 
Sporting News of All Kinds, 


The race for the Lorillard Stakes may not 
and, probably, did not determine the ques- 
tion of superiority between the 8-year-olds of 
this season, says the New York Mail and Er- 
press, but it proved one thing at least, that 
being that Montana is immeasurably supe- 
rior to Strathmeath. The latter, by reason 
of his easy victory in the American Derby at 
Washington Park, achieved forthe time be- 
ing, the distinction of leadership. His claim 
to that title has, however, been effectually | 
disposed of in the Realization and Lorillard, 
and, no matter what the season may yet de- 
velop in the 8-year-old class, Strathmeath 
has certainly little chance of figuring very 
prominently in the first division. 

In the Realization it could be argued in his 
behalf that he was conceding 7 pounds to 
Montana, although he carried less than did 
Potomac, the winner. But Strathmeath’s 
owner was by no means satisfied with his 
showing on that occasion, and openly blamed 
Covington for the colt’s defeat, in that, as 
Morris said,he had not ridden him to the best 
advantage. Yesterday, however, Strath- 
meathand Montanaagain met, this time at 
even weights, 122 pounds each. Strathmeath 
was backed with the utmost confidence by 
Green Morris and his host of followers, while 
the equally strong combination behind Mon- 
tana showed fully as strong a belief in that 
colt. No fault could be found with 
Covington’s riding this time on the score 
that he lay back too long. It is true that 
he allowed Reckonto open a three-lengths 
lead and hold it for a mile. But he was justi- 
fied in figuring that she would never hold the 
pace to the end and contented himself with 
holding the next best position. At the head 
of the homestretch he appeared to be in a 
safe positionand going easy. Here though 
Murphy, who had been perfectly easy with 
Montana in the rear position, shot the latter 
up, andthe latter disposed of his fleld in 
almost as pronounced astyle as did Tenny 
with Kingston on Saturday. No description 
of the finish is necessary as far as the winner 
was concerned. asthere was none. Strath- 
meath had all he could do to secure the place 
from Pessara, and it required the judges’ de 
cision to make that certain. 


BASE BALL. 

Speaking of the Chicagos the New York 
Heraid says: They came East not long ago in 
the lead, but went back to thelrown stamp- 
ing grounds decidedly the worse for wear.

It cannot be denied that so far this season 
the Pittsburg Club has been the most sensa- 
tional failure in the National League, re- 
marks the Mail and Express. The expectations 
of Palmer O' Neil to be near the front will be 
rudely shattered unless something is done to 
make up the ground already lost through the 
team’s own carelessness. The club seems to 
be a failure at every point. The pitchers are 
unable to puzzle the opposing batsmen with 
their curves, andthe so-called heavy hitters 
are unable to solve the curves of the twirlers 
whom they are compelled to face. This is, 
indeed, an unfortunate state ofaffairs. The 
team in its make-up compares well with any 
of the League clubs. When the selection of
